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DETAILED ACTION 
Prosecution History 

The following history is provided to clarify the record. 

On 28 January 2002, applicant filed the instant application. The application is a 
continuation of application 09/716848, filed 17 November 2000, which itself is a 
continuation in part of a number of additional applications. 

On 25 March 2005, the Examiner issued an Election/Restriction Requirement. 

On 29 September 2005, applicant cancelled claims 1-16, adding claims 17-37. 

On 1 1 October 2005, applicant filed an amendment, again canceling claims 1-16, 
and adding claims 79-99. 

On 22 December, 2005, in a telephone conversation, the Examiner and 
applicant's representative determined that the amendment of 1 1 October 2005 should 
have been filed for related application 09/059076, also filed on 28 January 2002, also a 
continuation of application 09/716848, and also being examined by this Examiner. 

In light of the telephone interview, Applicant's amendment of 29 September 2005 
is entered. The Examiner acknowledges that applicant has cancelled claims 1-16 and 
added claims 17-37. Applicant's amendment of 1 1 October 2005 is not entered.
